by Kulina. 

Claims 14 and 25 have been indicated as containing allowable subject matter. 
Applicant has amended claims 1 and 15 to include the limitations of claims 14 and 25. 
respectively. 

In view of this, independent claims 1 and 15 are believed to be in allowable condition 
and it is respectfully requested that all rejections of these claims be withdrawn. 

Since the remaining dauns all depend from claims 1 and 15, they ace believed 
allowable for the same reasons as claims 1 and 15, as well as for the furdier limitations 
contained therein. Therefore, it is respectftjlly requested that ail remaining rejections of the 
claims be withdrawn as well.
